San Joqnin county 
eports a gross yield of 175,000 tons, 
an advance of 25 per cent upon last 
•ear's crop, while Colusa, in spite of

he yield of wheat will be fully forty 
inshels to the acre, which will counter- 
act the smaller acreage sown. The 
ruit crop is not very good with the ex- 
eption of grapes. 
The vines have 


ielded more abundantly than for fif- 
teen years. In Los Angeles county the 
wheat crop will amount to 6,250,000 


ushels and the barley to 700,000 bush- 
Is. A feature of this harvest IB the de- 
mand from Arizona for barley at 70 
ents per cental and for baled hay at 
G per ton. San Bernardino county 
'ill have a good crop 'of fruit, and it is 
stimated that the amount of raisins 
ured will be forty per cent larger than 
sual.

The French Legislature has made an 
ppropriation of ten million franca to 
id in the construction of a line of rail- 
ay across the Great Desert of Sahara, 
rom the French colony of Algeria to a 
oint in Seuegambia, in Central Africa. 
'his is a novel enterprise, and is based 
ipon a survey made by French engi- 
neers, who several years ago discovered 
n elevated ridge or plateau stretching 
lear across the Great Desert, and which 
s free from the frightful sand-storms 
vhich are the dread of all travelers 
across that inhospitable region. 
Com- 


>etent engineers say that on this ridge 
or plateau are fruitful and productive 


iisis which sustain a large population, 
aud this section is under French au- 
thority. 


If such a railway as is here proposed 


s practicable, and it can be built and 
maintained by business ou its line of 
travel, the colony of Algeria, which be- 
ongs to the French Republic, will un- 
doubtedly be benefited. There is a rich 
trade in Central Africa, now mainly mo- 
nopolized by England, which might pos- 
sibly be diverted to France. It will be 
remembered that a French engineer 
built the great Suez Oanal, and made it 
a commercial success. 
Hence it is pos- 


Bible that the same nation may build the 
proposed railway in the African desert, 
and by French colonization make the 
jreat oasis in the Sahara a populous and 
successful colony, like Algeria. 


KAP1U RAILROAD 


The New York Tribune, in an edi- 


torial, commenting on the report of the 
President of the Texas Pacific, says: 


The report has disclosed in the far 


Southwest a new field of almost bound- 
less activity in railroad builumg anc 
internal developement. Here is one 
company expecting to finish in eighteen 
mouths a road 325 miles long, from 
Shreveport via Baton Rouge to New 
Orleans—a road opening, as it has nevei 
been opened before, the very heart ol 
Louisiana. Here is another company 
already operating 443 miles of road anc 
making a net profit last year of over a 
million dollars, which is stretching onl 
westward to £1 Pago, 600 miles -away, 
under responsible contracts to be there 
by the end of 1882. Since the 1st of 
March seventy miles have been con. 
stracted. Over in 
Arizona another 


company is coming eastward from Cali- 
fornia at the rate of 3>ore than a mile a 
day, and is sure to be at El Paso as 
soon as anybody is there to meet it 
From El Paso all Mexico opens up, 
with its population of ten times on: 
Pacific Coast, while the lines already 
utrechiug northward bring Northern ant 
Western Texas, the Indian Territory 
Kansas and Missouri into relations 
with the same system. In a word we 
have here a 
new 
Pacific railroad 


streching fron Sun Francisco and the 
Gulf of California to New 
Orleans 


aud St. Louis. The whole is so far ad 
vunced that the experienced bnildert 
now confidently expect U> run through 
trains over it by the end of 188'2.

A Bode! »•« ProBtable Orchard of 
geathern Callftnla. 


A correspondent of the Anaheim Ga- 
ette has been visiting Oolonel Holh's- 
tei's Santa Barbara home, Glen Annie, 
[e reports as follows: 
At Glen Annie they have 1,200 


jrange trees eight years old, and on an 
average sixteen feet high. They are en- 
irely free from scale bug and smut; 
Mar well and were raised without irri- 
;ation, save for the first year. Three 
nodes of pruning have been practiced 
—very high, medium and very low, 
and as the result, they allow their trees 
o grow remarkably heavy topped. Such 
rimming, one might think, would be 
ondncive to smut, but this is obviated, 
they think, by their mode and extent of 
tillage. Instead of an ordinary plow, a 
chiseled cultivator or disc-barrow is 
used, but not allowed to plow deeper 
han one or two inches. The advan- 
ages claimed are these: Most of the 
cultivation is usually needed ai a period 
when the trees are budding and starting 
heir young fruit. It is evident that at 
his particular time the roots should not 
>e cut, pulled or otherwise disturbed, as 
t is ot paramount importance that fruit 
itarting from the bud should have all 
he strength that the entirety of roots 
can give. It is thought that the falling 
>f young fruit may often be attributed 
o the above trouble. 
As another ad- 


antage, the ground will retain the 
moisture for a longer time if the moist 
oil be not loosened ' and turned to the 
;un. 


At this place there is an orchard of 


i,000 almond trees that are nine years 
Id, stand 18 feet high, and girt 2% 
eet at a foot above ground. All were 
opped and were made to branch at 
about five feet, and now the limbs from 
rows 20 feet apart are interlocked, so 
hat the orchard presents a solid mat of 
eaves, limbs and fruit. They are cul- 
ivated in the way mentioned above, 
never watered artificially, and are bear- 
ng abundantly. 
Twenty-five feet is 


considered none too close to place the 
•ows. This year returns are estimated 
it $280 per acre. 


There are 2,000 walnut trees nine 


•ears of age that look as thrifty as any 
we have seen. 
The growth that they 


lave made under the same cultivation 
•annot be surpassed in any country. 
Chough making this rapid growth they 
ast year yielded ten tons of nuts. Per- 
mps of more unique importance to tha 
eneral reader is an orchard containing 


200 Japanese persimmon. This some- 
what noted fruit was, we believe, first 
ntrodnced by Col. Hollister, and this is 
>erhaps the oldest and largest orchard 


the kind in the State. Several of the 


rees are twelve years old, though most 
are but six. 
They are from seven to 


welve feet high, sprangle to heavy tops 
and are thickly set with young persim- 
mons. The older trees will bear 1,000 
o the tree, and the others will be but 
ittle behind. Of remaining fruits there 
are raised at this place 500 lemons, 800 
lines, 200 peach, 200 cherry and 400 
apple trees. 


One more example of what can be 


done by the above mode of tillage is 
vouched for. One and one-fourth acres 
of lemon trees yielded 60,000. On the 
same ground were also enough lime 
[rees to yield 30,000. In addition thirty 
orange trees made a good yield. All 
this was without irrigation. After ob- 
serving the effects we commend our or- 
chardists and vineyardists to use these 
chisel-toothed cultivators and disc-har- 
rowd and to carefully test aud note the 
result.

FINDING OF THE BOARD.. 


Report of the Slate Board of Examiner) in the 


Oat of State Treasurer Crockett, ani his Fi- 
nancial Transactions with the Reno Savings 
Bank—Changes Advises in Certain Mode* of 
Procedure—The Treasurer "Made a Mistake," 
but Fully Acquitted of any Wrong Intent 


The Board of Examiners met in Car- 


son yesterday to consider the report of 
the Attorney General on State Treasurer 
Crockett's connection with the Reno 
Savings Bank. The report of the At- 
torney General charges that the Treas- 
urer had an account with the Reno 
Bank from July 27, 1879, to June 23, 
1880, and that said account ranged from 
$2,000 to $10,000; that at the time of 
the failure of the bank he had on de- 
posit $6,756 13 of the State's money; 
that at no time since Oct. 1, 1879, had 
there been less than the last mentioned 
sum on deposit. The report says Mr. 
Crockett had violated the plain letter of 
the law, and that he should be cited to 
appear before the Board and give his 
reasons for making the Beno Savings 
Bank the custodian of State money. 


MB. CROCKETT'S ANBWEB , 


Denied the right of the Board of Exam- 
iners to inquire into hid private affairs 
or to try him for any real or supposed 
dereliction of iuty. It admits most of 
the allegations in the Attorney General's 
report, but denies ever having deposited 
a dollar of the State's money in the 
Keno Savings Bank; that the bank sim- 
plp acted as agent for the State in the 
collection of checks paid into the Treas- 


ury, 
without charge to the State. Mr. 


Crockett and Mr. Batchelder, Cashier 
of the bank, both made affidavit to the 


swer.

AVe, the State Board of Examiners, 


have examined the report of the Hon. 
M. A. Murphy, Attoruey General, and 
investigated the matter therein referred 
to us, and have heard ard considered 
the sworn statement of Hon. L. L. 
Crockett, State Treasurer, and L. C. 
Batchelder, Cashier of the Reiio Sav- 
ings Bank, and as a result of such ex- 
amination and investigation we make 
the following statement: 


We find that it has been the custom 


of the State Treasurer to receive the 
checks of individuals in payment for 


1 liiiuiy niiil oilK-i1 revenues, treating such 1 
chocks mid reporting the same to the 
CoiurulltT as cash butore the inouey 
was actually paid into the Treasury, 
thus making it appear that the amount 
of money represented by the check was 
actually in the Treasury belorc the 
check was paid, and when in fact and 
in law it was not. This, on our judg- 
ment, is not the best course to pursue, 
and we respectfully reeommend that 
hereafter no money be receipted for or 
reported to the Controller as in the 
Treasury until the proceeds of checks 
have been actually received and collect- 
ed into the Treasury. 


We furtner and that it has been the 


custom of the Treasurer to deliver 
checks .received in the manner above 
indicated to some responsible banking 
house for collection, and that in pur- 
suance of this cdstom the present State 
Treasury selected the Reno Savings 
Bank as the State's agent to make the 
collections without expense 
to the 


State, and the State Treasurer, from 
time to time, bringing the money from 
the bank to the Treasury. 


We further find that the transaction 


between the State Treasurer and the 
Reno Savings Bank was wholly made j 
up of such collections, and that the 
State Treasurer did not withdraw any 
money from the State Treasury or de- 
posit any money belonging to the State 
in the Reno Savings Bank. 


We further find that the State of 


Nevada lost nothing but profited pecu- 
niarily by the arrangement between the 
State Treasurer and the Reno Savings 
Bank; and that every dollar of the pub- 
lic funds and securities are now safely 
deposited in the vaults of the State 
Treasurer at the State Capital.
